CONSISTORY COURT. 
The Marquis of Westmeath v the Marchioness of Westmeath. 

in this case, which underwent several long arguments in the course 
of last term, the learned Judge, Sir C. Robinson, proceeded, on Fri- 
tay, to give judgment. : 

The suit was brought by the noble Marquis against his Lady, in 
Easter Term, 1821, for restitution of conjugal rights, and the ground 
of the proceeding was laid in a libel brought in by bis Lordship, 
June following, which pleaded the marriage in 1812, with her Lady- 
ship, a daughter of the late Marquis of Salisbury. it alleged their 
cohabitation for some time, and the birth of a child, Lady Rosa; it 
stated that Lady Westmeath had quitted her husband without just 
cause; and it concluded with the usual prayer, that she shoula be 
compelled to return to his society. 

Jo Nov. 1821, an allegation defensive was given in by ber Latly- 
ship, alleging various acts of cruelty oa the part of the Marquis, and 
also a separation on articles in 1818; and by a subsequent article 
conjugal infidelities were charged on his Lordship with five diferent 
females, between the years 1815 and 1822, namely, Aon Connell,

had been followed by a reconciliation in 1815, and cohabitation up 
to 1817; an@ the questions therefore arose, whether the reconcilia- 
tion did not effectually bar the plending of them in tbe present suit, 
or whether the subsequent acts of intemperance were such as to war- 
rant the court in saying, that they went to the revival of the former 
ground of complaint’ Now, the subsequent acts of intemperance, 
however reprehensible, still were unaccompanied by personal vio- 
lence. And Lord Salisbury states, (hatm 1816, Lady Westmeath 
had acknowledged to him, that Lord W.'s conduct towards her for 
some time past had been so uniformly kind, that she could not bear 
tu see him distressed. Looking to these facts, the learned Judge was 
of opinion that the acts of violence of 1514 were not so revived as to 
entitle Lady W. to a sentence of divorce. It remained to consider 
whether the Court ought to proceed to decree to Lord Westmeath a 
restitution of conjugal rights. It had been argued that the court, if 
it refused Lady Westmeath’s suit, could not stop short of this result, 
and on the whole, the court concurred in that view. The learned 
Judge then proceeded to cite various decisions bearing on this point, 
end concluded by pronouncing his opinion to be, that Lady W. was 
bound to return to a state of cohabitation with her husband. 

The judgment concluded as foHows :—Great as the responsibility 
is which I feel in the decision of this question, it i one that I feel the 
law imposes upon me, and | mustenforce it. The same law imposes 
upon Lady Westmeath the duty of submission, and | close this pain- 
ful discussion with the consolation that if my view of the case is er- 
roneous, it may be reversed ; but if not, it rests with herself to recon- 
cile this determination te her own happiness.
